Affirmative And Negative 
Sides Upheld Here And 
In Toronto

McOill Women's Intercollegiate De- 
bàtlng Teams showed their skill yes> 
<te'rday afternoon by winning two de- 
bates on the subject "Resolved that 
Fascism Is the Salvation of, and not 
a' Tlireat to, Civilization." The af- 
tlrinative side of this re:olutlon was 
BUcoessfuHy upheld here by Elma 
Pertlgard, R.y.C. '34, and Evelyn EI- 
kln, R.V.a "35. The McQlU team of 
Ragn Tilt and Alma Howard, both of 
R.V.C. '34, also was victorious in up- 
holding the negative side of the same 
Rsolutlon in Toronto. 

The arguments for the negative In 
the debate In the R.V.O. Common 
Room were presented by a team from 
McMaster, consisting of Jean Tubhs 
and Phyllis Nobles. In rendering the 
decision to the affirmative, the Judges 
declared that the debate was excep- 
tionally ck>se, and that the material 
was very well prepared. The Judges 
were Dr. P. W. Kerr, Mr. HM. Wors- 
fold, and Mlas'Sheaitog:);, 
Miller acted as chab^nu^.^wtille Jean 
Harvey was Clerk of Court. 

Radical Feellnr 

Eteia Perrigard, first speaker of the 
attlrmatlye,:rgaye as her conception of 
Fascism ti»t" idea of Intense national- 
ism towards which many countries are 
turning, and in which Italy Is the 
leader. In the condition the world Is 
in toda yà tradteal ; methods are nëces» 
sary, aad^S^w^ethoite are presented 
by Fascism. The situation in Italy 
an*r the .war— when the country had 
lost its morale, was disillusioned, and 
swamped by debt— was compared with 
the state to which it has been trans- 
formed by the ertabllshment of law 
and order under the rule of the Fas- 
cists. The enthusiasm and unlty of 
the peopIe>wai|i8tx«œed. 

PhylU5''Nogi^a?-ilrst speaker for 
the negative. She declared that the 
unity and order under Fascism are ow- 
ing to terror. The supporters of this 
movement are mostly peasants, advcn- 
f.. the general riff-raff. The 

debater declared that Fascism was a 
W ioto V.ijie. i..t8Usçtual,., Industrlja, 
'economicalT an^' w 
civilization. It throttled educational 
advances by taking away personal 
fiesdom. It caused Italian industries 
to be in a critical st^ite long before the 
v/orld .crisis of 1929. It inspired fear 
and; totrust in other nations, when a 
world btotherliiBbd was what was need- 
ed. 

Democracy a Fallnre 

Evelyn Elkin, who continued with 
the arguments of the affirmative, 
stal^'tSl^what was necessary to save 
clvlUz'atioii was efficiency, action and 
organization. Democracy does not act, 
and has faUed in this crisis. A united 
front, and co-operation are necessary, 
and at this time Individualism cannot 
liil the need. A planning epoch Is es- 
sential, and state planning and state 
control are the ideals of Fascism. 

Jean, Tubbs, in concluding the argu- 
mehts for the negative, gave reasons 
why Ehe believed that Fascism was a 
threat to civilization in the political 
and International, the moral and 
spiritual, tl« literary and artistic, the 
recreational and humanitarian fields. 
Fascism, she stated, impinges on the 
i-ellglous freedom and the leisure time 
of the people, and it stifles telf- 
expression and creative genius. For 
thepe reasons Fascism is a threat to 
Giviiizatlon.

As Major Concept

LIFE REQUIRES ART 

Definition : Of ArtisUc Idea 
Xeads To Discussion 

The . fundamental concept of the 
"Natiirc-of Art" was last night shown 
to the Philosophical Society by Morton 
Blbomfield. The speaker first analysed 
the theory of his address and then pro- 
ceeded to disciiss it in detail. He' point- 
ed out thai; it was. primarily necessary 
to :take into' consideration an account 
of artistic' creation and the reasons for 
thls.pecullar feature of man. . Moreover 
to (thoroughly understand the subject) 
one must; realize the effect of art on 
the Interpreter, and on morality. 
Special Consideration of Art 

For the purposes of discussion, the 
term 'Art' must be confined to that of 
'All the creations of man which have 
beauty in them. Art itself, the speaker 
defined as 'A subjective eoneeptlon en- 
gendered by the. mind of an Individual 
of a certain:heredity reacting to a cer- 
tain enWrininent which is objectif ied.' 

In thlniclng;,of^Art wemust normally 
think of (U fomraBd (3) subject mat- 
ter.- ."rhen we should also consider the 
varying degrees of abUity , which are 
associated with Art. 

Yiriaority , Ingredient of Art 

Bloomfleld stated that mon. yirtiio- 
slty «as:required in certain .'Arts th^ 
in others, this virtuosity being a neces- 
saiy but complimentary ingredient of 
all Art. Linking up beauty with Art 
he Illustrated the fact that the intel- 
lectual and.emotional nature o^ beauty 
have' to^.he., brought in to close con- 
nection with Art. 

Cause' of Man's Artistic Ideas? 

Commenting on the fact that Freud 
suggested the possibility that ideas 
where the result of the sublimation of 
suppressed desh:es, normally sexual, 
Bloomfield inferred that this défini 
tien .was 'not 'Inclusive enough. Ideas, 
he said,, always arise when individuals 
jyvr^ leteure iud 

à\wiAifûst,im of 
separated plnM^ot ?Uf e, and nature, 
but sho^ild eiilmt'spmethlng from the 
whole of - our existence. 

Concrete Artistic Idea 

. Why must one put Artistic Ideas in- 
to concrete form? For the simple rea- 
son'that^cHaiige is constant and this is 
a means of preservation and an eX' 
pression of human' virtuosity. 
. Finally Art from -the point of view 
bt'the'lhten>reter occupied the atten' 
tlon of the speaker. The perfect artlS' 
tic experience he indicated to be a link 
between creator, work and interpreter, 
This of course is never the same In 
any Ï two:>;indiyidua]8. .There tarei , at 
ttiie same time two'difrerient apiuFpaèhés 
to ' Art. ■ The .first is when a person 
reads his own life into, the work of 
Art and thereby enrldties his existence. 
Under this category! conies the phrase 
'Art for .'Art's Sake.'< 'When escape is 
the motive, then the definition be 
comes 'Art for Life's Sake.' ' 
Fall Life Requires Art 

Quoting from Rousseau, 'Art is nec- 
essary, for. à full: life, though it serve 
no . useful- purpose,' Bloomfield con 
eluded, with the infjerehce that Art is 
one of the few consolations for the 
burden of life we all carry. The mieet- 
ing was then thrown open for dis- 
cussion, most of which evolved aroUnd 
the consideration of Art either in Its 
broad'^or its 'nmow sense.'

Discovery Of NjBUlron And 
Positron IMbkes Old 
Theories tJ^sëlèss ' 

"The electron is a eurious anomaly- 
it partakes both of' the nature^ of a 
particle and a wave, and yet these two 
forms "Seem to -be mutually exclusive." 
This statement was.mlde by Dr. A. S. 
Eve, , Dean of thé-FaAÙlty .of Graduate 
Studies' and' Research-:at McGill Uni- 
versity.' In' a lecture ^; on sub-atomic 
physics delivered before a meeting of 
the Engineering Society of .Canada last 
night. X,. - 

"Different experiments will show 
elthà;:one of these; àvotqualùies, but 
iwt'bmh')>t the «me.^^ 
the electrons tb be diffracted-^ prop^ 
erty characteristic only of waves. Yet 
the electrons can also . be shown tu 
have mass and electrical charge, prop- 
erties which waves never, have. But 
even though'.weilœovtTerirvUttle of its 
properties,.we^can Still make~very good 
use of it, in such things as the radio 
valve, the, telephone, .and the x-ray." 

' . ' 'Ni^^^^^ivered 
. It wais: thoughtvtUI^!reeen^ that the 
negative electron afiâ its complement, 
the i>ositive proton, were the two fun- 
dtunehtal units of the atom, but in the 
last year two others have been found. 
One is the neutron, a particle of the 
same weight as the proton, but with- 
out a charge. The second', is the po- 
sitron, almost two thousand times less 
ih' wcight than the neutron, and equal 
in weight and opposite in charge to 
the electron. 

The result of these discoveries has 
been chaos as far as atomic theory is 
concerned. As yet no re«Jlyj,coittylnc- 
ing explanation has been aiirance^, al- 
though Dlrac's most recent attempt Is 
regarded with favour. It is however 
probably little better than the others 
advanced before it, and. will, soon be 
sijpe'rseded by another which will ex- 
plain the observed facts more fully.

Pro feasor Day Describes 
Weakness Of Present 
Method 



fJ^HERE is a fundamental weak- 
ness In capitalism which unless 
cured will destroy the system, 
claimed Dr. J. P. Day, of the De- 
partment of Economics, in a speech 
before the Montreal Board of 
Trade. This weakness is the waste- 

' fullness of anarchical competition. 

As soon as business initiative has 
opened up a'. new and profitable 
line of endeavour there is no con- 
trol of the sheep-like rush that 
may follow; the easier it is to 
start the quicker will the enter- 
prise be robbed of Its reward by 
cut-throat competition, 

' . . ♦ * * 

President Roosevelt has taken 
steps to remedy this. He has 
given Industry two years to prove 
that it can regulate Itself. Each 
Is to submit a code and the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Act 
exempts approved codes front the 
provisions of the nntl-trust laws. 
If no code is submitted the Presi- 
dent may prescribe it himself. Un- 
fair practices may continue if 
competition Is deadly enough, and 
the important feature of the Act 
is the power it gives to the indus- 
try as a whole to restrict or control 
production as a means to mahi- 
tahiing a satisfactory price. 

In Canada, the position is that, 
if Industry is to control itself, it 
must be given the power to restrict 
production; whether .thl^ will 
succeed or not depends on the 

j standard of righteousness not of a 
. few leaders but of the whole rank 
, and file of business men.

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Life And Learning 

WTHE amalgamation of learning and life 
^ can be accomplished through the in- 
fluence of great personalities." This sage 
-remark, made by a prominent American 
educator, is worthy of considerable thought, 
and within reason can be considered a 
maxim for many among us. There is no 
doubt that education is not limited to the 
sphere of books and lectures. Education 
must be considered in a broader sense, 
that of the world. 

In these times of considerable econo- 
mic and social stress the limelight is taken 
'.ip by colorful personalities. Vital issues 
are signalized by the persons involved 'in 
them. It is, perhaps, a fault of this modern 
!ife that too much emphasis is placed upon 
individuals in this sense. Fortunately this 
^.pplies mainly in the case of the moire sor- 
"d^and distressing. parts of the social 
ructui-e. R events only go to prove 
this contention. It is more than probable 
• hat such expression is the result of mer- 
■3nary exploitation. 

Yet on the contrary, great benefit is 
.0 be derived from the investigation and 
appreciation of personalities. We are 
graced with a galaxy of diverse personali- 
ties which can be taken as a base for some 
branch of study or adaptation. There is a 
wide range of material. 

History, for instance, affords excel-' 
lent material for the admirer of men of 
strength in all its forms. Not , only is 
strength the only virtue to be cbrisidered, 
but fidelity, devotion, discretion, and all 
the finer parts of a man's make-up can be 
''^'exemplified. There are many famous 
names in the common history books, names 
,\¥ith which all arc familiar, and whose 
Eharacter may have had some part in the 
r^ulding of the elementary mind. 

There are others too, more insignifi- 
cant, but in point of value, equally as pre- 
cipe They are to be found in the more 
';obscure works, the small men who contri- 
■buted so much to this modern civilization, 
such as poets, novelists, painters, sculptors, 
soldiers, sailors, and men of action. Equal- 
p?}ly remarkable are the men of science, the 
*;rchemists and the physicists who worked 
I?:; in silence and solitude, little realizing what 
' was to coine after them. These men are 
not more than mentioned with us, they 
are' passed by with a word, in the so-called 
tudy of the greater entity. 

These men should be studied as 
.{ort.hy of more consideration. Their names 
Hjâi'e mentioned and forgottèn. Should not 
: the student, upon such occasion, make a 

* note of them, and when he is at leisure 
pick up a book dealing with tHeir life or 

êV their work. He will find that lie Avill de- 
; livf ;ui unexpected pleasure from it. He 
will liiid a realm of knowledge that awes 
him. Ha will assimilate in part their teach- 
■ uigs or examples, and if possible, use them 
rr- in shaping his own scheme of life. Learn- 
f; ing, character, and all those things that are 
h. the concerte part of academic life are 
'■. broached in the lecture room, but they are 

• only made truth through the example of 
- men and their personalities.

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The Value Of Farce 

jpAROE, those ingenious gentlemen who think up 
definitions for dictionaries would have us know, 
is broad or low comedy with exaggeration of char- 
acter and incidents for ludicrous effect. John Dty- 
den summed up the attitude of his time, a strict 
conformation to Aristotle's criteria and to the ex- 
amples of Aristophanes and Plautus, when in his 
"Parallel of Poetry and Painting" he writes: "Farce 
is that In poetry which grotesque is in a picture, the 
persons and actions of a farce are all unnatural 
and the manners false." The main point séems to 
be that, bastard form of true comedy or not, Its 
chief purpose Is to amuse. And no one denies ttiat 
humour Is natiual, bénéficient, and recuperative. 
Ashley Thorndike, writing: on "English Comedy" 
tcUa us that "humour is the salt without which life 
loses its savour, and comedy Is one process of ex- 
tracting this salt of life from Its hiding places and 
distributing It where it may be available for many. 

In the mediaeval drama, farce denoted a short 
play on a secular theme, usually realijstic and gross. 
In Elizabethan literature we can distinguish farces 
from comedies as plays more improbable in plot, 
more extravagant in character, more boisterous . In 
humom'. "The Tamhig of the Shrew" and "The 
Merry Wives of Windsor", in contrast to "Much Ado 
About Nothing"', illustrate the distinction. By the 
time of the Restoration, farce was looked down up- 
on as unworthy, and yet was preferred by some 
writers as a counterpoise t-o the 'refinement' of the 
comedy of manners. As Thorndike points out, it was 
to develop into the vulgarization of the usual ma- 
terial of, comedy by increasing thb tricks and buf- 
fooneiy, as well as Increasing the bustle by the em- 
ployment of harlequin, scaramouch and other Italian 
devices. In combination with music and songs, with 
spectacle, or with burlesque and satire on current 
events, plays or persons, farce provided amusing 
entertainment and novel themes. Fielding's "Tom 
Thumb the Great" and John Gay's Impudent "Beg- 
gar's Opera" arc two classic examples of farce un- 
der varioiui guises. "So long as 'Twelfth Night' 
holds the stage", Thorndike concludes, "it is dif- 
ficult to view comedy solely as « means to reform 
society by ridicule, or on the other hand to accept 
the sentimental extreme tlut it should inculcate 
virtue by example and precept.' That play asks us 
to take smiling delight In love's absurdities, in cakes 
an^ alga ln song and Jest, and in almc^t everything 

One of the most discerning of Àmericàn theatre 

critics, the iconoclastic Oeorge Jean Nathan is stnick 
by an interesthig thought in his recent work, "Testa- 
ment of a Critic." "I am not certain, he writes "tliat 
American farce Is not, by and large, the best and 
most important contribution that America has 
made to its o\vii theatre. In it there lias been a 
keener and more recognizably pointed appraisal 
and criticism of American life, enterprise, and 
manners, than in all the more serious plays which 
that theatre has shown . . . There is a type of 
critical mind that disparages farce as a low dram- 
atic form. With, melodrama, it Is relegated to the 
cellar of dramatic art. Yet farce, like melodrama, 
often resolves itself into the finest funnel, of dram- 
atic purpose. It Is, or at least in imaginative, in- 
telligent, and expert hands it may be, the best 
antidote to an institution's, a people's, a nation's 
posturings and vainglory. It is a policeman in cap 
and bells, and with a papier-mache club filled with 
lead. It criticizes Avith a laugh what can never 
so effectively be criticized with a frown. It is 
the professorial drama with a salutary tick self- 
deposited upon its own ciialr." 

Life in America and In this country, as Mr. 
Nathan points out in his earlier book, 'The World 
in Falsoface", is one of action, and the taste in' 
fiction, and drama . thus runs to plot; while in more 
leisurely and introspective Etiropc, ' the taste is 
largely for character study. The unmistakable trend 
of the theatre as an Institution Is away from drama 

and towards comedy, simply because this more 
sophisticated age will not pass many of the most 

valid dramatic cpisodés and situations formerly 
consldere<l most effective, Nlne-tentlis of the most 
startling situations of drama have already worn out 
their power of suspense and excitation; the àniiable 
surprises of comedy alone rémiin as fillups to the 
émotions. 

The farces of Oeorgc Ade. George M. Cohan, 
and Avei-y Hopwood may be tranident things, but 
they have served their purpose. Similarly those 
names vital in the theatre of today: Ben Hecht and 
Charles MacArthUr, Maurlne Watkins, Ring Lard- 
ner, George Kaufman, Moss Hart, and others, have 
left real treasures In a scantily rhung museum. 
Nothing is left untouched: fashionable society, ad- 
vertising, newspapers, song-writhig, politics, mo- 
tion pictures, municipal administration, hyi>ocrl8y, 
money-madness, — all oome in for a regxilar dose 
of stUnulating, corrective tonic. 

JN "GOODBYE AGAIN", thé farce Of Allâù Scott

Improvement In 
Lumber Trade 



From The Royal Bank 
Bulletin 



(Prom the Royal Bank Bulletin) 
• Few Industries in any country have 
benefitted to as great an extent from 
Improvement In woria conditions as 
has the lumbering Industry In Canada. 
The improvement In this industry was 
peculiarly welcome because lumbering 
has not been thoroughly y prosperoiis 
since 1920, and from 1926 until May, 
1933, conditions became steadily worse. 
Year by year the number of men cm- 
ployed decreased, woods operations 
were curtailed but stocks of wood on 
hand continued to increase. Inventor- 
ies, particularly in Eastern Canada, be- 
came unduly lai'ge and in many in- 
stances they seemed completely unsal- 
able. With the sudden increase in the 
demand from the British market in 
June, July and AuRUst, this .situation 
was sharply reversed. August ship- 
ments of planks and boards were more 
than four times as great as those of 
April. The demand from the British 
market was larger than for many years. 
Shipments to Aastralla and South 
Africa have been heavy and a record 
volume has been .sent to China. Lumber 
which had stood in eastern yards for 
years was quickly sold. Stocks on hand 
in all parts of the country at the pres- 
jnt moment are extremely low. On 
November 1, there were nearly twice as 
many men employed in the logging 
camps as at the same time last year, 
and there have been large Increases in 
the crews since the last employment 
. .tatistics were issued. Since the Indus- 
try is highly seasonal it will not be 
iiossible to guago the full effect of this 
improvement until late in December, 
; vhen employmentj^Jigjues for that 
.lonth become avai|a|jS^'|' 

Increased British Demand 
The upturn in British business has 
been the largest single factor in this 
improved demand for exports. The need 
for spruce for the boxing of British 
manufactured products has cleared out 
the stocks in Eastern Canada. Exper- 
ience has indicated that Canadian 
spruce is particularly adapted to box- 
ing. The short-fibred European woods 
are .suitable for. ends and to some ex- 
pient for sides, but they do not have 
sufficient tensile strength for use 
n'here packing results in bulging. It is 
, said that In normal years seventy-five 
per cent of the lumber shipped to 
. .Great Britain from Eastern Canada is 
',i::for the manufacture of boxes. , Such 
{^.sWpments had fallen to a low ebb, as 
ilï Industrial, operations were curtailed. 
3f Thé total liunber shipments from East- 
ern Canada to the British market in 
1933 will amount approximately to 200 
million feet, the best showing since 
1923, and important contracts for sup- 
plies for next year have already been 
arranged. In recent years the 'market 
îor spruce has been largely confined to 
'he Mer.scy River and northern Ireland. 
This year however good sales have been 
3, made to London, Glasgow and the 
. British Channel markets which l?ave 
lot taken wood from Eastern Canada 
ince the war. 

Last year oijerations In the woods in 
'.he Central and Maritime Provinces 
.vere sharply curtailed. Approximate- 
y two-thirds of this yeai-'s large ship- 
ents have been made from manufac- 
îirèd stocks caiTicd forward from 
'n'ovious years. As a result then of 
'his large reduction in stocks on hand 
umbermen are preparing for greatly 
mlarged woods activities this winter. 
:n northern New Brunswick operations 
•vill be on a larger scale than in any 
;ear since 1022. In Restigouclie Co\inty 
■.lone it is cxpcctetl that the cut will 
.•each 65 million board feet. In Quebec 
it Is estimated that 25,000 men will be 
imployed in the woods, tlic largest 
number in any season since 192Gr27. 
Last winter tlie total Quebec cut was 
545 million feet. It is expected that 
this total will be increased to over 750 
million feet this season. It should be 
clearly understood that this last es- 
.imate includes the cut for pulp. Tlie 
:ut of pulpwood is also being somewhat 
increased, as the last few years of 
sharply curtailed operations have 
served to reduce wood piles to such an 
extent that replenishment has become' 
essential. 

1932 Froduction Small 
' As recorded by the official "scale" of 
the Provincial Forestry Branch, pro- 
.duction of lumber in British Colum- 
I'Xbia In 1932 was the smallest since 1917. 
. This year the extraordinary demand 
; for lumber from foreign mai'kets has 
led to a substantial expansion in activ- 
ity.. Operators are accustomed to ship 
; heavy timber from British Columbia to 
the British market, but this year de- 
mand for all kinds has been so keen 
hat approximately 200 million feet 
ïïi^vom British Columbia have gone for- 
'ï'ard to Great Britain. 
' In spite of the general reduction in 
; Che volume of world trade, lumber ex- 
ports from British Columbia to points 
;i;;;outslde of North America have reached 
' the highest level in the history of the 
industry, exceeding the previous record 
established in 1030 by 110 million feet 
, or 35 per cent. Instead of one-fourth, 
fv British Columbia is now shipping al- 
^ 'most three-fourths of its sawn lumber 
to overseas destinations and is now the 
leading lumber exporting area of North 
, America. Total shipments during the 
first nine montlis of the present yeiU' 
now approximate the total for the 
, whole of 1932. Shipments to Gredt 
Britain, Australia, China apd South 
âfrlca are ell higher than In the cor-

1932. Of' the lumber shipped to Great 
Britain during the first nine months of 

1933, from the Pacific Coast British 
Columbia shipped 70 per cent, as com- 
pared with only 45 per cent during the 
corresponding period of 1932. 

Aoatralia Buyer 

The Australian marltet is becoming 
of increasing importance to British 
Columbia mills as a result, of the pref- 
erence accorded under the trade agree- 
ment recently concluded. Prior to 1929, 
Canada had never obtained more than 
20 per cent of the total orders for lum- 
ber from the Pacific Coast to Australia. 
In 1931, Canada shipped approximately 
30 per cent of the total of 115 million 
feet shipped. In 1033 and 1933, this 
position was reversed, Canadian ship- 
ments accounting for over 90 per cent 
of the total. At the present time Brit- 
ish Columbia enjoys a practical mon- 
opoly of Australia's purchases of this 
class of lumber. 

In South Africa there has been a 
steady growth In the demand for lum- 
ber from Brttlsh 'Columbla. Prefer- 
ence was granted to tl^e Canadian pro- 
duct under the Ottawa agreement and; 
the new subsidized steamship service Is 
now in full operation. Shipments; lor 
the first three-quarters of the year are 
now more than double the total for 
the whole of 1932. 

Sell To Orient 

The Orient has been an Important 
outlet for British Columbia lumber for 
many years, particularly for. the cheap- 
er grades. Shipments to'Jaian^exceed- 
ed 100 million feet in 1923 and reached 
a peak' of 219 million feet in 1928. Dis- 
turbed conditions have curtailed de- 
mand and the total has been declining; 
Only 60 million feet were shipped in 
1932. The demand frbm China has 
been quite irregular from year to year 
but increasing quantities of Canadian 
lumber have been shipped during the 
present year. The total for the first 
nine months already exceeds the high- 
est total for any previous year and a 
new record is being established In this 
market. 

This resumption of woods activity in 
both eastern and western Canada has 
already been reflected In the volume of 
employment. Last year on October 1, 
there were 7,740 men working in log- 
ging operations in the Canadian woods. 
Tlie index was the lowest for any Oc- 
tober since the statistics were first col- 
lected; only 740 had been added to the 
IJayroll during the previous month. On 
October 1 this year, 233 companies re- 
ported that they had Increased their 
logging crews during the month by 
4,500 to a total of 17,700. By Novem-. 
ber 1, the total reported by 247 com- 
panies had been increased to 30,245, a 
rate of expansion unequalled since 1920. 
Loss of V. S. Trade. 

Canadian lumber mills, however, are 
still feeling the losâ of United States 
markets closed as a result of the in- 
creased tariff restrictions recently im- 
posed. In 1926 this market took over 
400 million feet of British Columbia 
lumber.-M^iyriU^ large quantities from 
eastern -mllllFWlri 1932, shipments of 
British Columbia lumber to the United 
States ampunted to only 50 million feet 
and for the fh:?t nine months of the 
present year they have tallen to 27 
million feet. The increased demand: 
from overseas countries, however, is 
offsetting this disadvantage to a great- 
er degree than was anticipated. 

Domestic demand for lumber has not 
increased, since building operations re- 
main at a very low level. The deter- 
ioration of buildings of all classes from 
farms to factories has been consider- 
able, but repairs and replacements have 
been kept at a minimum. Large quant- 
ities of materials will be required for 
repairs and new projects, as the tide 
of depression turns, This low level.of 
domestic demand represents the build- 
ing up of a deficiency which will mean 
increased sales in home markets when 
prosperity returns. For 1933, however, 
export demand has been : at record 
levels and there is a strong expectfitio» 
that these records will bo suipasçed 
during the coming year.

Texas Indians 

Smoked Pipes 

Morgantown, West Va.— Texas abor- 
igines were great pipe smokers, A. T. 
Jackson, curator of the University of 
Texas archaeological museum, has dis- 
covered. The deduction comes from 
the large number of pipes found dur- 
ing investigations. One grave out of 
every ten contains a pipe. 

Jackson has made some observations 
of the Indian traits In pipes. An av- 
erage of one pipe in six has a flat 
bottomed stem or a flat base, enabling 
the pipes to remain upright when 
placed on a surface. 

Different types of pipes come from 
different sections of the state. Onc^ 
found in Henderson county has some 
unusual features. Neai- the rim can 
be seen the remnants of what ap- 
parently were two handles. 

There are few effigy . pipes In, the 
collection, though' some suggest the 
likeness of a homed , owl, bird wings 
ieihd moccasinsr Most of the pipes are 
bowls with removable stems, though 
the stems, which were of more perish- 
able material,'- have not been, found. 
Sixtyrnine pec cent of the pipes that 
have been found are decorated In.some 
way. Coloring matter has been used 
on a number. Many of the decorated 
pipes have designs similar to those used 
on earthern vessels.

Syracuse, .' N.Y.— Complete student 
government is not à Utopiaii Ideal that 
has never been realized. , As far back 
as the middle of the twelfth century, 
control of the faculty and of adminis- 
tration affairs was vested in the hands 
of the student^ body. • This unusual 
situation existed at the University of 
Bologna, one of the oldest universi- 
ties, which was chartered in . 1158. 

At this Institution oif learning, stu- 
dents hired and: fired professors, fixed 
their salaries, went to classes as they 
please and changed their professors If 
they tired of • theh: original Instructors. 
These astonishing facts 'were revealed 
recently In Dr. Albert D. Menuts 
French 40 section. 

If medieval regulations were ap- 
plied today, a student who achieved a 
dislike for Syracuse professors might 
very well make s pilgrimage to Col- 
gate to take up his studies there. If 
still ; dissatisfied,, hie might, wander from 
one university to another until he 
found ft set of professors that suited 
his fancy. 

Syracuse professors who are in the 
habit of arriving late to their classes 
would find themselves in dire straits 
if they were teaching in thj^^^eval 
institution. The rèinedy w^^mifes- 
sorial tardiness was to withhold .tlie 
professor's pay for the class at which 
he arrived late. The students. paid the 
professor directly in those days and if 
he was late he had to teach the class 
regardless, but . without any remunera- 
tion for his efforts. '
